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The  Honorable  Setti  Warren,  Mayor  ofl^evuton 
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Mayor  Setti  Warren  was  born  and  raised  in  Newton 
where  he  attended  Bigelow  Junior  High  and  Newton 
North  High  School.  He  first  became  involved  in 
public  service  when,  as  a  freshman,  he  was  elected  class 
president  —  a  post  he  held  for  all  four  years.  As  a  junior  at 
Newton  North,  Warren  was  asked  by  Mayor  Ted  Mann 
to  bring  racial  and  ethnic  harmony  to  the  school  after 
a  clash  between  rival  groups.  In  1997,  he  received  the 
Human  Rights  Award  and,  subsequently,  had  December 
17  declared  "Setti  Warren  Day"  by  Newton  Mayor 
Thomas  Concannon  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  work  as  Vice-Chair  of 
the  City  of  Newton's  Foundation  for  Ethnic,  Racial,  and  Religious  Equality. 

Mayor  Warren  was  a  founding  member  of  Newton's  Community  Preservation 
Committee  in  2002  and  served  as  its  spokesperson.  During  his  tenure,  more 
than  $9  million  in  state  funding  was  used  to  build  affordable  housing  and 
preserve  open  spaces  like  Christina  Street  and  Angino  Community  Farm. 

Mayor  Warren  chose  to  attend  Boston  College  where,  as  a  sophomore,  he 
became  the  second  African  American  to  be  elected  student  body  president  in 
the  College's  history.  After  graduating  from  Boston  College,  Warren  began 
an  extensive  career  in  public  service: 

He  began  his  career  as  a  Special  Assistant  in  the  White  House  Office  of  Cabinet 
Affairs  for  President  Clinton.  He  later  was  appointed  the  New  England  Director 
of  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  where  he  worked 
closely  with  local  mayors,  members  of  Congress  and  governors  to  administer 
vital  and  effective  FEMA  programs  and  deliver  resources  to  cities  and  towns 
throughout  New  England.  More  recently,  he  worked  as  Deputy  State  Director 
for  Senator  Kerry,  working  with  local  businesses  and  bringing  federal  assistance 
for  economic  development  to  cities  and  towns  across  the  Commonwealth. 

Prior  to  running  for  Mayor,  he  completed  a  year-long  tour  of  duty  in  Iraq  as  a 
Naval  Intelligence  Specialist. 

Setti  Warren  was  elected  Mayor  of  Newton  on  November  3,  2009.  He  is  the 
first  popularly  elected  black  Mayor  of  Massachusetts. 
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Beverly  A.  Morgan-Welch,  Executive  Director  of  Museum  of  African 

American  History 

Beverly  A.  Morgan-Welch  serves  as  the  chief  executive 
of  the  oldest  and  most  visible  African  American  history 
museum  in  New  England  located  on  Boston's  Beacon 
Hill  and  on  Nantucket.  With  four  historic  sites  and 
collections  that  preserve  the  powerful  past  of  African 
Americans,  the  museum  provides  Black  Heritage 
Trail®  tours,  exhibits,  and  educational  programs  that 
illuminate  a  liberating  American  History. 

Under  her  leadership,  the  Museum  of  African 
American  History  has  become  a  nationally  recognized  institution  increasing 
its  scholarship  and  collections.  In  2006,  Beverly  launched  a  200th  Anniversary 
Campaign  to  restore  and  celebrate  the  African  Meeting  House  in  Boston 
during  its  bicentennial.  The  Campaign  also  raised  funds  for  other  capital 
projects  including  the  purchase  of  the  Seneca  Boston-Florence  Higginbotham 
House  (c  1774)  on  Nantucket  and  a  building  to  create  an  Education  and 
Technology  Center  in  Boston. 

Beverly  has  served  as  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Greater  Hartford  Arts 
Council,  Director  of  Development  at  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum,  and 
Assistant  Dean  of  Admission  at  Amherst  College.  She  was  also  the  Manager  of 
Community  Relations  at  Raytheon,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Bank  of  Hartford,  and  Secretary  of  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Foundation 
serving  the  company's  Corporate  Social  Responsibility  Department.  Beverly 
was  Co-Chairperson  of  the  Inauguration  of  Governor  Deval  Patrick  and  raised 
funds  for  the  Bishop  Desmond  Tutu  Southern  African  Refugee  Scholarship 
Fund. 

Currently,  she  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Boston  History 
and  Innovation  Collaborative,  and  a  Member  of  the  Antiquarian  Society,  the 
Colonial  Society  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society. 

A  graduate  of  Smith  College  with  a  major  in  Theatre  and  Speech,  Beverly 
Morgan-Welch  resides  in  Andover,  Massachusetts  with  her  daughter, 
Alexandra.

At  age  17,  while  taking  a  break  from  a  vocal  session,  Deanna  was  putting 
quarters  into  her  parking  meter  and  singing  aloud.  It  was  at  that  moment 
that  her  Hollywood  story  began  when  a  staff  member  at  the  esteemed  Berklee 
College  of  Music  heard  her  voice  and  discovered  Deanna.  Impressed  by  her 
singing  abilities,  she  was  placed  into  the  prestigious  college's  five-week  extensive 
Summer  Performance  Program.  By  the  end  of  it,  Deanna  had  wowed  the 
institution  into  giving  her  a  full  tuition  scholarship  to  study.  Emerging  with 
a  BA  in  Music  Business  and  Management  and  her  first  tastes  of  Film  &l  TV 
placements  as  a  songwriter,  Deanna  moved  to  NYC  in  1996  to  pursue  her 
career.  In  2008,  Deanna  set  her  sights  on  Los  Angeles  and  the  rest  is  star- 
studded  history! 

Deanna  had  the  honor  of  performing  with  Stevie  Wonder,  Diana  Ross,  Yolanda 
Adams,  Cece  Winans,  Crystal  Waters,  Joan  Osborne,  The  Chieftains,  Martha

Sensation,  Steve  Smith  of  Journey,  and  Lisa  Page  of  Witness,  to  name  a  few! 
She  has  also  been  invited  to  sing  for  Patti  Labelle,  Oleta  Adams,  Terri  Lynne 
Carrington,  Armand  Zildjian,  Horace  Silver,  Arif  Mardin,  Alan  Silvestri,  Alan 
&  Marilyn  Bergman,  and  Pat  Metheny. 

Deanna  was  selected  to  attend  the  prestigious  American  Society  of  Composers, 
Authors  and  Publishers  East  Coast  Extended  Songwriting  Workshop  (NY), 
The  Lester  Sills  Songwriting  Workshop  (LA),  and  the  BMI  Foundation 
Contemporary  Professional  Songwriting  Workshop.

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The  Registrar  of  Roxbury  Community  College  maintains  the  official  list  of  all  graduates 
and  honor  designations.  This  program  is  only  for  ceremonial  purposes. 
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The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  of  the  academic  procession  date  back  to  the  Middle 
Ages  when  they  were  common  dress  for  scholars.  In  the  Twelfth  Century  monks 
and  students  wore  them  to  keep  warm  from  the  damp  and  drafty  European 
castles  and  halls  of  learning. 

The  Bachelor's  gown  has  a  pleated  front  and  long,  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's 
gown,  which  may  be  worn  open,  is  distinguished  by  its  long  square  sleeves. 
The  doctor's  gown  is  trimmed  with  velvet  panels  and  has  three  velvet  bars  on 
the  bell  shaped  sleeves. 

The  hood  provides  the  color,  contrast  and  symbolism  of  the  procession.  Certain 
colors  became  associated  with  particular  areas  of  knowledge.  For  example,  the 
hood  border  worn  by  a  doctor  of  theology  was  red,  a  color  associated  with  the 
Catholic  Church;  a  medical  doctor  wore  a  green  border,  which  relates  to  the 
healing  powers  of  medicinal  herbs. 

In  Europe,  a  uniform  color  system  was  never  developed.  However,  in  the  United 
States,  an  intercollegiate  committee  meeting  in  1895  decided  upon  uniform 
color  standards,  assigning  a  specific  color  to  each  field  of  study.

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Years  of  dreaming  and  planning  came  to  life  in  1973,  when  Roxbury 
Community  College  opened  its  doors  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  of  Roxbury. 
Despite  less  than  perfect  surroundings  -  its  location  was  a  former  car  dealership 
-  Roxbury  Community  College's  dedicated  faculty,  staff,  and  administration 
served  the  educational  needs  of  four  hundred  students.  The  College's  mission, 
then,  as  it  is  now,  was  to  provide  higher  education  to  those  Boston  residents 
who  found  most  other  avenues  to  higher  education  closed. 

In  1975,  growth  was  the  impetus  for  a  move  to  424  Dudley  Street,  a  former 
nursing  home.  This  move  permitted  the  expansion  and  strengthening  of 
academic  programs  and  student  services.  The  College  continued  to  grow,  which 
precipitated  another  move  in  1982  to  the  former  site  of  Boston  State  College  on 
Huntington  Avenue.  As  the  College  continued  to  shift  its  service  base  to  meet 
an  expanding  enrollment,  the  goal  to  establish  a  permanent  home  for  Roxbury 
Community  College  in  the  heart  of  the  communities  it  served  remained  strong. 

With  much  anticipation,  Roxbury  Community  College  built  its  new 
home  as  the  cornerstone  of  the  Southwest  Corridor  in  the  Spring  of  1978. 
This  fifteen-acre  campus  includes  a  state-of-the-art  Media  Arts  Building, 
Academic  Building,  Administration  Building,  Student  Center,  and  the 
Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center. 

A  global  village,  Roxbury  Community  College's  multicultural  and  ethnically 
diverse  student  population  has  set  it  apart  from  other  community  colleges 
in  the  Commonwealth.  Although  most  of  our  students  are  from  Boston  and 
surrounding  communities,  many  come  from  all  over  the  world  including 
North  America,  Central  America,  South  America,  Africa,  Asia,  the  Middle 
East,  Europe  and  the  Caribbean. 

With  renewed  commitment,  Roxbury  Community  College  continues  its 
legacy  of  providing  educational  opportunities  for  all  who  enter  its  doors.
